“iork on these erates in J.aerz was previously reported, a 
Uowever, it cannot be explained why these crates were dispatched vie Laorg 
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since no information has been received so far indicating that a central 
distribution point for aircraft is located in Laerz. 

These aircraft are type 29s. 

According to reports from other airfielés, during intensive Jlying activity 
by several aircraft, the engines cf iMG-15s ar: first started by means of 
starting carriaces; then they are stopped and, before the take-cff, they 

are started by the pilots without the help of starting earriages. Possibly, 
this starting procedure is due to the smail number of starting carriaces 

at airfields occupied by fighter reziments. If only six starting carr aves 
are available at Laerz airfield, this may be the reason for the starting 
procedure described. 

A radio truck with a plexiglass cupola was also reported from other airfields... 
Tt is probably a mobile flitht control station. 

The information that a 1G-15s started with auxiliary fuel tanks and then 
landed without auxilisry fuel tanke leads to the conclusion that bombs inrtead 
of auxiliary fuel tanks were fitted at the wing tips. Although it has no* 
been observed that «iG-15s dropved bombs in the area of the Twonty-Fourth 

Air Army it is believed probable that ii-15s are also euployed as fignter 
bombers. Two types of auxiliary fuel tanks were repeatecly observed, it is 
pelieved that only one type of auxiliary fuel tank exists while the other re- 
ported type actually were bonbs and not fuel tanks. 

The radio installations such as the Adcock NF station, landing beacon and 

the installation of the flight control station were reported several tines. 
Their locations save confirmed by this report. 

Lacrz airfield is cccupied by two fighter regiments. The exact strencth of 
these units has not been determined. Since no hangars exist at the field, 

all the planes might be observed by ground sources provided that there are 

no camauflaged dispersal areas in the woods southeast of the field. Buring 

the preceding three months, a total of about 1,0 *%G+L5s were continually 
observed at the field, Therefore, it is believed that each of the two 
refinents is equipped with not more than 39 planes which is the authorized 
strength, Mest of the aircraft numbers mentioned in this raport.. were 
previously reported, No conclusion can be draw fron the numbers reported 25X1 
as to the actual aircraft strength available. After 1 Ogtober 1951, a total 
of 7 different aircraft numbers have been reported while only about ho 
aircraft were observed at the field. 
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
